Council tax up set to rise by 15 per cent the largest in the country

THE leader of Surrey County 
Council has confirmed rumoured 
plans to hike council tax up by 15 
per cent - the largest increase in 
the country and nine times the 
rate of inflation. 

Councillor David Hodge, lead¬ 
er of the Conservative adminis¬ 
tration, which has a majority of 
about two-thirds in the council, 
confirmed the plans following a 
party meeting last week. 

In a statement sent out last 
Thursday, Cllr Hodge said: “We 
have to set a budget that will 
protect vital services for Surrey 
residents. 

“Government has cut our annu¬ 
al grant by £170m since 2010 - leav¬ 
ing a huge gap in our budget. 

“Demand for adults social care, 
learning disabilities and chil¬ 
dren’s services is increasing every 
year. So I regret, despite us finding 
£450m worth of savings from our 
annual budget, we have no choice 
but to propose this increase in 
council tax.” 

The average Surrey resident 
according to house value - those 
living in Band D properties - paid 
£1,268.28 in 2016/17. A 15 per cent 
increase would see these residents 
paying an additional £190.24. 

Under current rules, the county 
council can only raise its share 
of the tax by an additional 4.99 
per cent each year - 3 per cent of

ty-wide referendum if it wishes to 
raise a larger amount. 

A county council spokesman 
could not confirm speculation a 
referendum would cost Surrey 
residents £350,000. 

The council was last month 
forced to use £24.8m of reserves 

- its largest ever use of reserves 

- after blowing its budget by £15m 
this year. 

But leader of the Surrey Labour 
party at the council, councillor 
Robert Evans, branded the Con¬ 
servatives a “disgrace”. 

He said: “I’m afraid this just 
shows how badly Surrey Conserv¬ 
atives have mismanaged the coun¬ 
ty’s financial affairs. 

“Council tax is an unfair and 
unbalanced tax, which hits the 
poorest hardest. 

“But the real issue is the com¬ 
placency and incompetence in the 
way they have run the council. 

“Presumably, they even think 
Surrey people will back them in a 
referendum. I think not.” 

Despite the Conservative pro¬ 
posal, party opinion has been split 
on the matter, with Epsom bor¬ 
ough councillor Jane Race tweet¬ 
ing that the hike would be a “huge 
blow for cash strapped, hard work¬ 
ing people and families”. 

Leader of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, councillor Hazel Wat¬ 
son, said it would be “astonishing” 
for the Conservatives to “carry the 
can for their own financial failings 
and the Government’s failure to 
properly fund services”. 

The proposals will be decided by 
at the next full council meeting on 
February 7.

COLLEGE HIGH-FLIERS: 

Epsom College’s STEM Club 
has won all three categories in 
the Boscombe Down Balloon 
Challenge. 

The STEM outreach event was 
organised by the Boscombe 
Down Branch of the Royal 
Aeronautical Society to 
celebrate the society’s 
150th anniversary. 

Teams from 12 schools around 
the UK took part in the competi¬ 
tion, which sought to challenge 
students in a field that is not 
normally available to them. 

The main objectives were the 
selection of a high-pressure 
foil balloon of less than 2m in 
diameter and the development 
of a telemetry unit to try and 
achieve any, or all, of three 
goals: the furthest distance from 
launch (range); the longest flight 
duration (endurance); and the 
highest altitude (height). 

The first flight won both the 
range category, with a distance 
from launch of 120.8 nautical 
miles, and the endurance 
category, with a total flight time 
of three hours, 11 minutes, 
and 17 seconds. 

The final flight won the height 
category with an altitude of 
78,510ft, which is almost 
twice the cruising altitude of 
commercial jets.

A BRAVE boy battling cere¬ 
bral palsy will be jetting out 
to Toronto for rehabilitative 
physiotherapy sessions after

Four-year-old Harry 
Stanesby was born 
with an upper mo¬ 
tor neuron lesion 
in his brain which 
causes him difficulty 
moving.

His parents, Jo and Mark, 
from Chadacre Road, Stone- 
leigh, launched a fundraising 
campaign for four-week trips 
to the clinic where they hope 
he can build up the muscle 
memory to walk unaided.

The Facey family of Chess¬ 
ington Road, Epsom - who 
are renowned for decorating 
their house with bright lights 
depicting Father Christmas, 
reindeer, snowmen and wom¬ 
en, robins and other yuletide 
characters and creatures - 
read Harry’s story in the Ep¬ 
som Guardian and wanted to 
help. 

Last Christmas, Steve, 47, 
Carla, 35, Freddie, 10, Sammy, 
seven, and Finlay, three, held 
a collection outside their 
family home, with the pro¬ 
ceeds going to the Stanesby 
family’s trips to Toronto. 

On Saturday, January 21, 
they presented Harry and 
his parents with a cheque for 
£1,851. 

Carla Facey said: “He was 
local and his family were try¬ 
ing to self-raise, so we wanted 
to help them. It was Christ¬ 
mas - it’s quite children-ori- 
ented. The story touched our 
hearts really. 

“He is such a lovely boy. 
He’s the happiest thing ever.” 

The money raised has 
helped the Stanesby family 
close in on their ongoing tar¬ 
get of £20,000 to support Har¬ 
ry’s physiotherapy.

Jo added: “He’s got so 
much more ability. He’s more 
confident. 

“I think the whole eight 
weeks will be focussed on 
walking and standing and 
getting him stronger and 
stronger. You have no dis¬ 
tractions when you are there. 
I have all day, every day, to 
practice with him. It’s the 
best thing ever for him!” 

She added that her family 
were overwhelmed by the 
support of the Facey family 
and the people of Epsom and 
Ewell’s generosity. 

“People have stopped us in 
the street to see ‘Harry from 
the ‘paper’. He’s like a little 
celebrity!,” Jo said. 

“People we don’t even 
know, know about him.” 

She added: “The lights 
were amazing. They worked 
really hard on them. We’ll be 
helping them next year.”

Petition launched against ‘outrageous’ rise 


OUTRAGED opponents 
of a proposed 15 per 
cent increase in coun¬ 
cil tax have launched 
a petition to highlight 
the “unfairness” and 
“unaffordability” of 
the rise. 

The majority Con¬ 
servative faction of 
Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil agreed to vote in 
favour of an increase 
nine times the rate of 
inflation (1.6 per cent) 
at a party meeting held 
behind closed doors last 
week. 

Council leader David 
Hodge cited govern¬ 
ment cuts, and rising 
demand for adult social 
care and learning disa¬ 
bilities and children’s 
services as key factors 
behind the proposed in¬ 
crease. 

But the Conserva¬ 
tives were branded a 
“disgrace” by the lead¬ 
er of the Surrey Labour 
party, while the leader 
of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, Councillor 
Hazel Watson, said it 
would be “astonishing” 
for the Conservatives to 
“carry the can for their 
own financial failings 
and the government’s 
failure to properly fund 
services”. 

In May 2014, Con¬ 
servative councillors 
voted to increase their 
allowances by up to 60 
per cent. The allow¬ 
ance increase led to the 


shock resignation of 
all the members of the 
council’s Independent 
Remuneration Panel 
(IRP). 

The Lib Dems have 
now launched a petition 
against the increase in 
council tax - the largest 
in the country. 

Councillor Watson 
said: “Since the propos¬ 
al was announced last 
week, there has been 
a public outcry across 
Surrey, opposing this 
steep rise. 

“Signing the petition 
will send a message to 
the Conservative-run 
administration and 
central government 
that this rise is unfair, 
unaffordable and not 
the way in which to ad¬ 
dress a national crisis 
in the funding of adult 
social care.

Young girl dragged from Pizza Hut at knifepoint then raped 

'Cold blooded’ rapist 
gets jailed for 22 years

A “COLD-blooded” and “cal¬ 
lous” rapist who stabbed a ter¬ 
rified teenager in the stomach 
after sexually assaulting her at 
knifepoint has been sentenced to 
22 years in prison. 

Costica Voedes, 33, of Epsom 
High Street, will not be eligible 
for parole for more than 14 years, 
and will remain on licence for 
five years after he is released. 

He was sentenced at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court, sitting at 
Guildford Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, January 19. 

He had been found guilty of 
two counts of rape, two counts 
of wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm, one count 
of threatening to kill, and one 
count of intimidating a witness, 
at the same court on December 5. 

His Honour Judge Robert 
Fraser addressed Voedes said: 
“You have devastated lives. This 
was a cold-blooded sexual attack 
on a 17-year-old girl where she 
was alone and without help. 

“For very good reason she be-

lieved she was going to die that 
evening. 

“It was utterly callous and 
clear evidence, if any is needed, 
that there is no limit to what you 
are wiling to inflict on others.” 

He had maintained that his 
victim “consented” to sexual in¬ 
tercourse, the court heard. 

Defending, Mr John Cammegh 
said: “It may be said that that be¬ 
trays a certain lack of empathy” 


He added: “He is an absolutely 
broken man. To quote him (from 
earlier in the cells), ‘I know 
I have to pay for what I have 
done’.” 

Voedes’ terrified 17-year-old 
victim cried out for her mother 
as she was dragged at knifepoint 
from Pizza Hut in Waterloo 
Road, Epsom, to nearby Court 
Recreation Ground before being 
raped in a “harrowing ordeal”. 

Armed with a knife he 
grabbed a woman by the hair, but 
she managed to escape his grasp 
due to the “selfless” actions of 
the restaurant’s manager. 

Voedes then turned his atten¬ 
tion towards the petrified girl 
and told her “you are coming 
with me” as he marched her out 
of the restaurant on the night of 
June 17, 2016. 

He led her to the nearby park 
where he raped her twice and 
stabbed her in the stomach He 
was arrested minutes later. 

The manager of the Pizza 
Hut, Waqar Rafiq, suffered stab 
wounds to his arm as he tried to 
protect the girl, the court heard. 

Judge Fraser said he would 
recommend Mr Rafiq for a brav¬ 
ery award.

THE post office in Epsom 
High Street has temporarily 
closed and the Costcutter it 
is based in may not reopen. 

The closure was confirmed 
by a spokeswoman for the 
Post Office, who said it was 
closed due to “operational 
reasons”. 

A sign announcing the 
closure, and describing it as 
‘temporary’, has been spot¬ 
ted outside the post office. 

But doubt was cast over 
the post office’s immediate 
future by a spokesperson for 
Costcutter - in which the post 
office in Epsom High Street 
is based - who confirmed the 
closure of the Costcutter. 

They were “unable to con¬ 
firm whether (the store) will 
reopen”. 

The spokesperson said: 
“The vast majority of our 
stores are owned by inde¬ 
pendent retailers, as was this 
store in Epsom. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the owner has taken the 
decision to close the store 
and at present we are unable 
to confirm whether it will re¬ 
open.”

A Post Office spokesper¬ 
son, said: “Epsom will un¬ 
fortunately be temporarily 
closed from January 23 due 
to operational reasons. We 
would like to reassure cus¬ 
tomers that we will seek to 
restore a Post Office service 
in Epsom as soon as possible. 

“Post Office would like to 
apologise to customers for 
any inconvenience caused by 
the temporary closure of the 
branch.” 

A spokesman for the Post¬ 
masters Branch of the Com¬ 
munication Workers Union 
added that despite a £2bn 
investment over the last five 
years, the union had noticed 
temporary branch closures 
nationwide “in excess of 
1,000” and “increasing week¬ 
ly”. 

The spokesman added: 
“Whilst the Postmaster of 
Epsom Post Office is not a 
member of our Union we 
regret the closure of this 
Branch and its loss to the lo¬ 
cal community. 

“We are noticing the loss 
of Post Offices is becoming a 
growing trend. 

“The post office’s so called 
modernisation program has 
failed and is fast becoming a 
closure program.”

MORE than 600 school plac¬ 
es are to be made after four 
schools in Elmbridge and 
Epsom were given the green 
light for expansion. 

Cleves Junior School in 
Walton, West Ewell Infant 
School, Ewell Grove Infant 
School and Danetree Primary 
School in Epsom were among 
11 schools across Surrey that 
have been given the go-ahead 
to expand in September. 

The projects are set to de¬ 
liver almost 1,700 extra plac¬ 
es across seven primary and 
four secondary schools in 
Surrey. 

West Ewell Infant School 
and Elm Grove Infant School 
are both being expanded to 
create “all-through” prima¬ 
ries, creating an extra 150 
spaces and 210 spaces respec¬ 
tively. 

Danetree Primary School 
will have an extra 210 spaces, 
with Cleves Junior School 
getting an extra 150 spaces. 


Salesian School in Chert- 
sey will also be expanded, and 
a new secondary free school, 
Chertsey High School, is 
to open in September 2017, 
headed by former Epsom and 
Ewell assistant headteacher 
Zelia Munnik just yards from 
St George’s College in Wey- 
bridge. 

Linda Kemeny, Surrey 


County Council’s cabinet 
member for schools, skills 
and educational achieve¬ 
ment, said: “We know that 
11,000 extra school places will 
be needed over the next five 
years and these 11 planned 
expansions are an important 
step towards that goal. 

“At a time when our fund¬ 
ing from the Government is 


falling, we face huge finan¬ 
cial challenges keeping pace 
with increasing demand for 
many of our services includ¬ 
ing school places, adult social 
care and support for children 
with special educational 
needs and in light of these 
pressures, we’re focused on 
highlighting the need for a 
fair deal on funding.”

PHILATELISTS had a red letter 
day when unsuspecting custom¬ 
ers at the Epsom Stamp Compa¬ 
ny came in with a rare, valuable 
collection of gold. 

On January 18, a couple of¬ 
fered staff at the shop in Water¬ 
loo Road with what they believed 
to be a small suitcase of proba¬ 
bly worthless stamps in albums, 
envelopes and tins they found 
after cleaning out the husband’s 
father’s house. 

But upon closer inspection, 
part-time owner Barry Mudie, 
a former officer with the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police, realised the 
collection could be worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

He immediately phoned the 
couple to tell them of their po¬ 
tential windfall. 

The 21 sovereign coins in the 
collection could be worth as 
much as £200 each, he advised. 

Mr Mudie said: “There were 
one to two decent stamps in al¬ 
bums and envelopes, but then I 
found an old cigarette tin which 
rattled. 

“It was quite heavy so I was 
expecting to find some old cop¬ 
per coins. 


“The tin, like the case, had not 
been opened for many years - if 
not decades - but when the lid 
did come off the tin was full of 
gold sovereigns and half sover¬ 
eigns. 

“In total there were 14 sover¬ 
eigns and seven half sovereigns, 
worth at least £3,500 - and that 
is before checking for any with 
rare dates.” 

Mr Mudie said he did not 
know what the customers - who 
wished to remain anonymous 


- were going to do next, but be¬ 
lieved they would seek a sec¬ 
ond opinion on the value of the 
coins. 

He added: “When I rang up the 
owner to tell him the good news 
he was pretty ecstatic. He was 
expecting the whole lot to come 
to just a few pounds, if that. 

“It just goes to prove that of¬ 
ten people don’t know what they 
have, and why it is worth taking 
anything you suspect may be 
valuable to an honest dealer.”

Getting tough 
on speeders 

PUNISHMENTS for speed¬ 
ing drivers are about to get 
tougher under new sentenc¬ 
ing guidelines for magis¬ 
trates. 

Motorists who commit the 
most serious speeding offenc¬ 
es will face larger financial 
penalties from April 24. 

Fines for drivers caught go¬ 
ing well above the speed limit 
will start from 150 per cent of 
their weekly income rather 
than the existing level of 100 
per cent. 

For example, someone who 
is sentenced for driving at 
lOlmph or faster in a 70mph 
zone will now be dealt with in 
a more severe bracket. 

The Sentencing Council 
said the move aims to ensure 
there is a “clear increase in 
penalty as the seriousness of 
offending increases”. 

It follows responses to a 
consultation arguing previ¬ 
ous guidelines did not prop¬ 
erly take into account the in¬ 
crease in potential harm that 
can result as speed above the 
limit rises. 

RAC road safety spokes¬ 
man Pete Williams welcomed 
the change. 

He said: “Anyone who 
breaks the limit excessive¬ 
ly is a danger to every other 
road user and is unnecessari¬ 
ly putting lives at risk. 

“Hopefully, hitting these of¬ 
fenders harder in the pocket 
will make them think twice.”

HUNDREDS of thousands 
of rail passengers suffered a 
fresh bout of travel misery 
because of a strike and a bro¬ 
ken rail on Monday. 

Members of the Rail, Mar¬ 
itime and Transport (RMT) 
union at Southern Railway 
were said to be solidly sup¬ 
porting a 24-hour walkout in 
a long-running dispute over 
the role of conductors. 

Southern was planning 
to run 70 per cent of its 
trains and return to a nor¬ 
mal service on Tuesday. 
South West Trains passen¬ 
gers were hit by disruption 
because of a broken rail at 
Wimbledon. 

A number of trains were 
cancelled, and there was 
a “severely reduced” ser¬ 
vice at Wimbledon dur¬ 
ing the morning peak. 
Talks will resume lat¬ 
er between Southern 
and the ASLEF union 
over a separate dispute 


about driver-only trains. 
The RMT union has com¬ 
plained of being excluded 
from the talks, which are be¬ 
ing held at the Trade Union 
Congress (TUC). 

RMT general secretary 
Mick Cash said: “RMT 
guards members on South¬ 
ern Rail remain rock-solid 
and absolutely determined in 
their action in defence of rail 
safety this morning. 


“Their resilience is 
a credit to the entire 
trade union movement. 
“These are local people fight¬ 
ing for safe railways for their 
local communities. Instead 
of a campaign of threats and 
intimidation from the bas¬ 
ket-case Southern Rail outfit, 
their professional concerns 
about the implications of 
axing a second safety-crit¬ 
ical person from the trains 


should be taken seriously. 

“The union repeats its de¬ 
mand for Transport Secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling and the 
company to get out of their 
bunker, stop the mud-sling¬ 
ing and give RMT and our 
guards members access to 
the same talks process that 
has been set up by the TUC 
for our sister union in the 
Southern drivers dispute.” 

Angie Doll, Southern’s 
passenger services direc¬ 
tor, said: “The RMT is con¬ 
tinuing with industrial ac¬ 
tion that is now pointless. 
“Because of the changes 
we’ve now finished making, 
we’re able to run 200 more 
services, a further 10 per cent 
increase than previous RMT 
strike days, on more routes 
serving more passengers. 

“Sadly, our passengers 
once again face disruption 
because of the RMT’s in¬ 
transigence and refusal to 
suspend action and engage in 
meaningful talks. 

“We remain ready and will¬ 
ing to meet for face-to-face 
talks to end their dispute and 
move forward to deliver a bet¬ 
ter railway for passengers.” 


SURREY POLICE has been 
recognised for its work ensur¬ 
ing all lesbian, gay, bi and trans 
employees can be themselves 
in the workplace. The force 
was named in Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual & Transgender (LGBT+) 
charity Stonewall’s Workplace 
Equality Index for 2017 for 
the first time, a benchmarking 
tool highlighting employers’ 
ability to create an inclu¬ 
sive work culture this week. 
Organisations featured in the 
index have demonstrated their 
expertise in 10 different areas 
of employment policies and 
procedures regarding Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual and Transgender 
(LGBT+) matters. The areas 
include staff network groups, 
career development, internal 
training and engaging with local 
communities. A spokesperson 
for the force stated that Surrey 
Police officers are supported 
and issues are raised through 
its LGBT+ Staff Network.

Delius and Elgar units to be temporarily moved to Chertsey 

Mental health wards to 
relocate 15 miles away 



The move follows a review by the trust

MENTAL health wards at Ep¬ 
som General Hospital will be 
moved 15 miles away 

The Delius and Elgar wards 
run by Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust (SABP) at the hospital 
in Dorking Road will tempo¬ 
rarily be moved to St Peter’s 
Hospital in Chertsey this 
month. 

The relocation of the wards 
- which both provide support 
for patients “in periods of acute 
psychiatric illness” - follows a 
review by SABP 

The wards would then find a 
permanent home in Surrey sub¬ 
ject to a consultation this year, 
the Trust stated. 

Sarah Dewing, a psychologist 
from Epsom, believes the move 
would separate vulnerable pa¬ 
tients from their support net¬ 
works. 

She told the Epsom Guardian: 
“Once again, mental health ser¬ 
vices are being affected by cuts, 
dressed up by the authorities as 
a positive move for the benefit of 
patients. 

“That is clearly spin and not 
the case. How can moving vul¬ 
nerable patients 20 miles away 
from their support networks be 
beneficial? 

“Instead of investing money 
in community-based care, they 
are saving money by consolidat¬ 


ing services. 

“The rates of mental health 
problems and suicide are rising 
sharply and affect one in four of 
us, and yet mental health treat¬ 
ment continues to be the poor 
relation to physical health prob¬ 
lems.” 

The Trust had decided the cur¬ 
rent “environment” of the wards 
prevented it from “(providing) 
the type of surroundings we 
want people to experience when 
we help them in their recovery”, 
according to a statement on its 
website. 

Andy Erskine, Director of 
Mental Health and Social Care 
at SABP, said: “Relocation will 
enable our staff to work more 
collaboratively across the wards 
under clinical leadership based 
on a single site. 

“We have consulted with them 


about the location and are dis¬ 
cussing any individual needs as 
necessary. 

“Discussions with people 
using Delius and Elgar wards 
and their families are taking 
place and we will continue 
to involve and update people 
with developments as we pro¬ 
gress our plans to transfer the 
services. 

“People’s safety and security 
is our top priority and we will be 
putting individual plans in place 
for anyone affected by the relo¬ 
cation, including travel plans 
to assist those families with the 
greatest need so that the move 
does not hinder their ability to 
visit their relative.”

Jacqui Parfitt, the Alzheim¬ 
er’s Society operations manager 
for Surrey, said the Byfleet and 
Haslemere centres will shut 
their doors on March 31, with 
the Bletchingly day centres to 


close on June 23. 

Fiona White, county council¬ 
lor for Guildford West, slammed 
the lack of funding channelled 
into adult social care in Surrey, 
saying the council has slashed 
approximately £190m from its 
care budget over the past six 
years.

Schools that have made their mark

THE best and worst-perform¬ 
ing secondary schools in Sut¬ 
ton and Croydon have been 
revealed. 

Results based on GCSE ex¬ 
ams taken by Year 11 pupils 
in 2016 have been published 
by the Department for Educa¬ 
tion (DfE). 

Previously a school’s 
performance would be de¬ 
termined by the number of 
pupils achieving at least five 
A* to C grades, including 
English and mathematics at 
GCSE. 

But from 2016 the Govern¬ 
ment is using Attainment 8, 
Progress 8 and qualifications 
in English and mathematics 
to grade schools on their per¬ 
formance. 

What is Attainment 8? 

This measures the achieve¬ 
ment of a pupil across eight 
subjects including maths and 
English, which are both dou¬ 
ble weighted, and three sub¬ 
jects that count in the Eng¬ 
lish Baccalaureate (EBacc). 

These subjects include his¬ 
tory, geography, information 
technology, the sciences and 
languages. 

The further three subjects 
that go towards the Attain¬ 



Nonsuch High School for Girls and the Harris Academy in Upper Norwood were the best schools in Sutton and Croydon, respectively 


ment 8 total are pulled from 
GCSE qualifications, or tech¬ 
nical awards chosen by the 
pupil. 

What is Progress 8? 

This is the score that shows 
how much progress pupils in 
their school made from the 
end of primary school to the 
completion of their GCSEs 
and is compared to pupils 


across the country who re¬ 
ceived similar results at the 
end of Year 6. 

It is based on results in the 
eight qualifications as men¬ 
tioned above. 

The results reveal wheth¬ 
er, as a group, pupils in the 
school made above or below 
average progress compared 
to pupils on a similar level in 
other schools. 


• A score of zero means pu¬ 
pils achieved about the same 
level as other pupils in other 
schools who got similar re¬ 
sults at the end of key stage 2. 

• A score above zero means 
the child made more pro¬ 
gress, on average, than pupils 
across the country who got 
similar results at the end of 
key stage 2. 

• A score below zero means 


pupils made less progress, on 
average, than other students 
who got similar results at the 
end of key stage 2. 

However, a score below 
zero does not mean children 
made no progress, or that 
the school has failed, but 
does mean pupils did make 
less progress between Year 6 
and Year 11 when measured 
against other students. 


How did schools do? 

Nonsuch High School for 
Girls and The Harris Acade¬ 
my, in Sutton and Croydon re¬ 
spectively, came top of the ta¬ 
bles based on progress made 
by pupils. However, Beck- 
mead in Croydon and Sut¬ 
ton’s Wandle Valley School 
were the worst performing 
schools based on the same 
measurements.

No censors 

THE letter from Michael 
Barltrop, “Vile package of pro¬ 
posals put forward by govern¬ 
ment” (January 11), contains 
a number of incorrect and 
inflammatory statements: 

No press censorship is 
being proposed nor is the UK 
about to enact laws similar 
to China, North Korea, Iran, 
Saudi Arabia, Russia or even 
Nazi Germany as Michael 
claims. The press will no doubt 
continue to publish as they see 
fit, hopefully without fear or 
favour. The press however is al¬ 
ways liable for the consequenc¬ 
es of what it publishes and the 
proposals are to ensure that 
the adjudication of serious 


complaints is handled by a Royal 
Chartered body that is independ¬ 
ent of the press. As a nation we 
don’t like banks or police judging 
their own actions and the press 
are now to be afforded the same 
standards of transparency which 
will increase their credibility 
This is not the Tory plot that 
Michael imagines as prominent 
Labour party members, such as 
Lord Prescott, have also been an 
input to the cross-party Leveson 
process after the appalling treat¬ 
ment many received at the hands 
of a small number of rogue 
journalists. There is clearly no 


reason for the Croydon Guardian 
to fear independent arbitration 
as its editors are not likely to 
publish salacious falsehoods 
merely to gain temporary circu¬ 
lation increases!

Press and police relations 


FIRSTLY, the Metropolitan 
Police Force is a civilian or¬ 
ganisation operating on behalf 
of Her Majesty the Queen and 
her subjects in a free and open 
democracy. 

It is required under its 
charter to be fully accountable 
to the general population as a 
publicly accountable body. 

The new borough command¬ 
er should remember that her 
force relies on significant levels 
of public support in order to 
function at a professional level, 
and for that reason she needs 
to maintain serious avenues 
of contact with the Wimbledon 
Guardian. 

If the new borough com¬ 
mander is unable to under¬ 
stand the profound difference 
between the fine group of 
unarmed officers whom she 
purports to represent and the 


Russian MVD then she quite ob¬ 
viously is a completely unsuita¬ 
ble person to hold any position 
of responsibility within any 
department of the UK Police. 

Now, with regard to the 
misleading statements made by

DRESS FOR SUCCESS: Swim¬ 
ming can be daunting if you're not 
100 per cent confident in the wa¬ 
ter. A good way of banishing those 
feelings is with a swimming cos¬ 
tume that fits properly, and that 
you are comfortable swimming 
in. Having a good pair of goggles 
is also key, so you are able to see 
ahead of you and feel in control of 
your strokes. 

LANE CONTROL: Before diving 
head first into the water, make 
sure that you understand the 
depth of the pool and choose a 
lane you are comfortable with. 

Power half an hour: Even if 
you have a spare 30 minutes, 
swimming is a great whole 
body workout and works on 
muscles you wouldn't normal¬ 
ly use in everyday life. 

MIX IT UP: Always try and 
use a variety of muscles in your 
sessions, working on different 
strokes and different parts of the 
stroke. Kicking is a great way to 
focus on your lower body and a 
pull buoy is a great way to isolate 
your upper body. If you mix it up, 
you will benefit from a full body 
workout. 


EAT YOURSELF HEALTHY: It's 
important to make sure you eat 
before you swim but remember to 
give yourself time to digest food 
before taking part in any physical 
activity. 

ALL THE GEAR: If there is a par¬ 
ticular stroke you are weaker on, 
there is some great equipment out 
there to help you improve. 

My favourite piece of equip¬ 
ment is finger paddles, they keep 
your stroke nice and long, and give 
you feedback if part of your stroke 
is slipping through the water. 

Fins are a great way to strength¬ 
en your legs and to work on certain 
stroke patterns, they allow you to 
have more propulsion through the 
leg part of your stroke too. 

Eat, swim, repeat: I always get 
really hungry when I'm training, 
so it's important to make sure you 
take enough snacks with you when 
you are planning a swim - energy 
levels and perseverance is crucial 
to improving your technique. 

Week by week you should no¬ 
tice a difference in your fitness 
the more you practice, and try and 
test yourself, going faster on each 
repetition or having less rest. 


This is great to improve your 
stamina and I use a lot of short 
interval training in my training. 
AND BREATHE: This is something 
that many people struggle with 
but there are some exercises you 
can practice to build your confi¬ 
dence, here are some useful tips: 

Standing in the water with your 
head on the surface and turn your 
head to the side and breathe in, 
then to put your head in the wa¬ 
ter and breathe out, repeat that to 
get a feel of the breathing pattern. 

Begin to use this in your stroke, 
moving your head to breathe and 
getting used to breathing in and 
out of your mouth. 

If you have access to a pool with 
shallower water, you can use your 
legs to walk on the bottom of the 
pool and then use your arms like 
you are swimming and get a feel 
of the breathing pattern while 
walking in the pool. 

This would let you focus solely 
on breathing and then you can 
gradually bring the legs into it. 

Jazz Carlin is the face of

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If you want to go on a skiing holiday, 
you can either be herded like sheep 
onto a plane, packed like sardines 
into a family car for a long and bor¬ 
ing drive, or you could get a train up 
to Scotland and sleep through the 
entire journey. 

That's the theory anyway, and the 
biggest draw for me when it came 
to the Caledonian Sleeper Rail from 
London to Scotland. You get on the 
train at night, collapse in bed, and 
wake up surrounded by the snowy 
highlands. 

It's not as luxurious a journey as 
they would like you to think mind you, 
even in first class. I can't complain 
about the service as the staff treat 
you like royalty, but it feels very odd 
when you're sitting in a room barely 
more than two square metres in size. 

The train is quite old and not for 
the claustrophobic holidaymaker. I 
wasn't too bothered by this personal¬ 
ly though as I got to pretend like I was 
an extra in a mid-1900s American 
train heist movie except this time with 
a lot more people wearing tartan. 

The size of the bed I had slightly 
more issues with. My dream of essen¬ 
tially being cryogenically frozen until 
I reached my holiday destination so 
I didn't have to stand in queues in 
airports didn't really pan out as my 
6' 2" body struggled to find room 
lying down. They don't have double 
beds either so if you're with your sig¬ 
nificant other, the best you get is two 
connecting rooms. 

If you want to go skiing though, it's 
a legitimately fantastic option. You 
get off work on Friday, get the train 
at 9:15pm, arrive into Aviemore, just 
south of Inverness, before 8am on 
Saturday, and can be up the moun¬ 
tain by 11am with a pair of sticks 
strapped to your feet and a terrified 
look in your eyes. 

Even if you're a total novice and 
show up wearing nothing but jeans

and a t-shirt, the folks at Cairngorm 
Mountain will provide you with 
everything you need, from the skis 
and goggles right down to a warm 
jacket and waterproof trousers. You 
should probably bring a thick scarf 
though if you don't want your jaw to 
freeze. 

The cost of renting gear will start 
to mount up if you're staying for a 
week, but if you're just there for the 
weekend and trying out for the first 
time, then it's such an easy way to 
see if you like hurtling down a moun¬ 
tain with your only methods of brak¬ 


ing being trying to contort your feet 
into this mysterious 'snowplough' 
position, or falling over. I was consid¬ 
erably better at the second method. 

There are lessons you can take for 
all levels of skill, slopes of varying lev¬ 
els of difficulty, and a little diner up 
top when you need a break. The staff 
are incredibly friendly and mostly 
just seem delighted that they get 
paid to ski and snowboard. 

If you want to go wild and buy 
equipment, Aviemore consists of 
roughly 500 billion winter sports 
stores so there's enough competi¬ 


tion that you won't be ripped off. 
There's also plenty of restaurants 
in the area, although make sure 
you book in advance for some of the 
more popular ones. 

The one caveat to all of this is how 
weather dependant skiing can be. I 
have nightmares of people reading 
this review, deciding to book a ski¬ 
ing holiday, only to get there and be 
greeted by clear skies. Even when it's 
snowing sometimes extreme winds 
can shut down the mountain. 

There are a number of hotels in 
Aviemore too. My inclination was to 


eye up the youth hostel or the Ameri¬ 
ca n-style motel because I'm natural¬ 
ly cheap like that. The costs of going 
up the mountain to ski can start to 
build up quickly. 

I did stay at the MacDonald Av¬ 
iemore Resort Hotel instead, part 
of a fancy resort complex complete 
with cinema and swimming pool, 
but I'm not sure it's worth the mon¬ 
ey. The swimming pool's boiler was 
busted so the pool felt like the Arc¬ 
tic Ocean, and our room key cards 
locked us out the room three days 
in a row. 


If you want a quick skiing holiday 
though, I can totally see the appeal. 
Jump on the train late on Friday, ski 
for two days until all your joints ache, 
then take the overnight train back to 
London where you'll arrive before 
8am and not miss a day of work. 

Although if you're like me, you'll 
arrive at work sleepy because you 
couldn't fit in that blasted train bed 
and the infernal squeaking of that 
rickety old machine kept you awake. 

Still better than flying though.

GAZUMPING: Gazumping has 
declined across England and Wales, 
however, it is still a common issue 
that affects buyers in property 
hotspots, in up-and-coming areas 
and during times of heightened 
demand. For example, Brighton and 
London were gazumping capitals 
during 2014 due to property price 
increases that far outstripped 
predictions. 

Gazumping occurs when a 
potential buyer has been outbid 
by another interested party, after 
their original offer was already 
accepted by the seller. The practice 
is questionable but legal in England 
and Wales - Scottish law does 
differ - however, if you have entered 
into a contract which states that 
the seller will not accept other 
offers during a set period, you can 
sue the seller for breach of contract. 

Continuous involvement in 
gazumped deals can damage an 
agent's reputation in the long-term, 
so it is in the agent's best interest to 
prevent it from occurring. However, 
the best thing a buyer can do to 
avoid the situation is to prepare 
beforehand: 


- Go in with a fair offer that 
is in line with the asking price 
and market conditions, unless 
other factors come into play - for 
example, damage to the property, a 
short lease or if the area is in need 
of regeneration 

- Have your mortgage in place, 
and a solicitor to carry out the 
necessary checks to speed up the 
process 

- Make sure that the property is 
withdrawn from the market after 
your offer has been accepted - 
typically four to six weeks after. 
OFFER WITHDRAWALS: The 
seller may wish to withdraw from 

a transaction at any time before 
exchange of contracts. Common 
reasons for doing this include 
another buyer putting in a higher 
bid, keeping hold of the asset 
during a period of price growth, or 
waiting to sell due to other market 
conditions and policies. 

The buyer does not have any 
rights to claim the property as 
their own before contracts are 
exchanged. You can ask the seller 
to contribute towards any costs 
such as legal fees that you have 
incurred during the process but the 
seller is not under any obligation to 
to do this. 

OTHER REASONS: Unless you 
buy a new build, a property sale is 
almost always part of a long chain 
that is dependent upon the success 


of linked transactions. This chain 
can collapse somewhere along the 
line, and there is little you can do 
about it. However, you can invest in 
home buyers protection insurance 
to safeguard you against financial 
risks. If you have sold your house 
and are looking for another home 
on the market, you should search 
for temporary accommodation 


options as soon as possible 
and consider a bridging loan to 
maintain your finances for the next 
sale. 

If you have found your dream 
home, others may feel the same 
way. If the property is popular, or if 
the owner would like to sell quickly 
and a contract race has been 
started by the seller, your initial 


offer may be rejected. The seller or 
an assigned solicitor should inform 
all parties involved of the situation, 
either in writing or over the phone. 
If the seller does not treat every 
prospective buyer equally, or the 
same solicitor is used by the seller 
and buyer, then both of these 
scenarios are unlawful. The latter 
is a conflict of interest, so you may 


be entitled to challenge the motive 
and decision of the seller. 

Finally, if the seller pulls out of a 
sale due to unlawful discrimination 
- basing a decision on race, 
religion, sex, sexual orientation, 
disability or gender - you can 
contact the Citizens Advice Bureau 
or seek legal aid.

WHEN you have a wealth of spe¬ 
cialised knowledge, it can be easy 
to dismiss soft skills. After all, 
your technical talent does the 
talking, right?
